strengthened 
by

The war experts of London are ot the 


opinion that Gen Buller's only hope of 
success lies in outflanking the long lines 
of Boer strongholds, relieving Sir G(orge 
S. White from the north. 
This, 
how- 


ever is an almost impossible taak, owing 
to the inferiority of General Buller's 
force for such a purpose. 
Hence a 


frontal attack of the main position may 
be attempted after all. It may resolve 
itself into either that or a case of sitting 
on the present position waiting for the 
necessary reinforcement. 


The suspicion is just dawning on the 


war office that General Buller, to work 
around the flank of an enemy of supe- 
rior numbers as planned and begun, 
needs a much larger force than has been 
given him. 
Five thousand men have 


reached the Cape within the last two or 
three days, all of whom will probably b« 
dispatched to join Buller along the Tu - 
gela. but these are all the roinforcements, 
available and are not enough. Two or 
more whole divisions are considered to 
be needed, anr! it will be a month be- 
fore the war office can get this number

FERE IN KENTUCKY WAR. 


He Sees no Occasion For a Civil War 


Over the Possession 
of the Offices 


in That 
State—Montagu White 


Will 
Be Received By the Pres- 


ident. ' 


Washington, D, C., Jan. 23—Another 
elevation of Kentucky republicans has 
ome here to secure a promise from the 
•resident that he will interfere in the 
ght over the governorship, if the demo- 
rats try to use force, but they have got 
o more satisfaction than the other del- 
gatibn that was here last week. 


The president believes that the quarrel 


n Kentucky should be eettled by judi- 
ial authority, and not by force. 
He 


ees no occasion for a civil war over the 
flices in that state, and recommends the 
apublican managers to appeal to the 
ourts in case the legislature attempts 
o throw out Governor Taylor. 


Whichever wuy the local courts may 
ecide, there will still be an opportunity 
or an appeal to the supreme court of 
he United States, and he believes the 
lecision of that tribunal will be aceept- 
is final by every loan in Kentucky. IE 
:he judgment of that court should be 
•esisted and defied, then the United 
States marshal would be justified in call- 
cg upon the United States for military 
assistance in enforcing its mandate.

If he comes as diplomatic 


agent, duly accredited, he will be re-

Hay make no secret of their intention to 
receive Mr. White, no matter in what 
capacity he comes. This may be done 
without any violation whatever of our 
obligation of neutrality. That question 
is not involved. 


Quay Will He Seated. 


The reports on the Quay case were 


presented to the senate today. 
The 


majority report prepared by Senator 
Turleyof Tennessee, and signed by four 
democrats and one republican, is ia 
favor of denying Mr. Quay a seat in the 
senate by appointment from 
the gov- 


ernor of Pennsylvania. 
The minority 


report, prepared by Senator Hoar, and 
.signed by all the republican members of 
the committee, except Senator Burrows, 
is in favor of seating Mr. Quay on his 
credentials. 


While the report was submitted to the 


senate the consideration of the question 
will not be taken up until after the dis- 
position of the financial bill. 
There has 


been at no time since congress met any 
question about Senator Quay being 
seated. Hia opponents now admit that 
they are beaten, and that he will have a 
good majority.

Washington, Jan. 23.—In the senate 


•Monday a joint resolution, aiiilionzing 
the president to invite Great Britain 
to join in the formation of an interna- 
tional commission lo examine and re- 
port on the division of the waters that 
are the boundaries of the two coun- 
tries, was introduced by Mr. Platt o£ 
New York, and was referred to the 
committee on foreign relations. 


The resolution heretofore offered by 


•Mr. Rawlins of Utah, relating to polyg- 
amy, and then referred to the judiciary 
committee, was reported back 
from 


that committee with amendments, and 
was agreed to. It now reacls: 


"Resolved, That the committee on 


the judiciary is hereby instructed to 
•inquire into and report to the senate: 
To what extant polyg.uay is practiced 
or polygamous marriages entered into, 
in the United States, or in places over 
wliich they \\n\t jurisdiction; 
what, 


if any, steps should be taken or meas- 
ures enacted for the 
prevention oE 


polygamy in the United Slates, and in 
places over wliich they have jurisdic- 
tion." 


Mr. Allen (pop., Nob.) offered a reso- 


lution staling lhat the response of Sec- 
retary Gage to ihe senate resolution of 
Jan. 4 is incomplete, in that the sec- i 
retary failed to transmit copies oi the 
correspondence called Cor, between ihe 
treasury department and the National 
City bank of New York, and directing 
liim 10 furnish copies of all such cor- 
respondence and communications and 
reports of conversations. The resolu- 
tion went over without action. 


Secretary Root transmitted to con- 


gress a plau for improving the soutu- 
west pass of the Mississippi river for 
the purpose of permitting the passage 
of ocean steamers to New 
Orleans. 


The scheme was drawn by Col. Rob- 
erts and Major Desby of the army en- 
gineers, and Robert Moore and William 
Sterling, civil engineers. 
It contem- 


plates' a channel 1,000 feet wide and 
thirty-five feet deep, at 
mean 
low 


water, throughout the southwest pass; 
the construction of two jetties; 
the 


construction of sills across 
Cubitte 


gap. the Jump, and Baptiste Collet's 
c.anal; the closing of all outlets below 
the ports, together with dredges, tugs; 
and other appliances, and the purchase 
of the necessary land. The whole cost 
is estimated at $6.000.000. 
The ship 


canal is to bo finished in three years, 
and the project completed in five years. 


Representauv'e Henry of Texas, a 


member ot the house committee on in- 
sular affairs, introduced a bill provid- 
ing for a territorial form of govern- 
ment for Puerto Rico. 
The bill pro- 


vides for the appointment of a govern- 
or and other officers, and it is stipulat- 
ed that all office-holders are to be bona 
fide residents of the island. The leg- 
islature is to have two branches, and 
the house and the powers are clearly 
defined, all laws being subject to the 
sanction of congress. The legislature 
3s prohibited from granting divorces, 
lotteries are prohibited, and no appro- 
priation of money is to be made for a 
sectarian or private school. The coun- 
cil is granted power to contract in- 
debtedness for certain purposes, not to 
exceed 1 per cent of the taxable values. 
Provision is made for a supreme, dis- 
trict and probate court.

the legislature must be ma!" citizens 
of the United States, and 
bona fide 


residents of Puerto Rico.

Mare Boon Terrorizing the Islnmtl Bur-

have been adopted to stamp out brig- 
andage in the island, but unless these 
are persisted in there are slight hopes 
of definitely wiping away this standing 
disgrace o£ Italy.
